SYNOPSIS 


The action takes place aboard Her Majesty’s Ship Pinafore at anchor off 
Portsmouth, summer 1883. On board is Captain Corcoran along with his sailors 
including the romantic Ralph Rackstraw, the disgruntled Dick Deadeye as 
well as a dockside vendor nicknamed Buttercup and the Captain’s vivacious 
daughter, Josephine. Ralph is in love with Josephine but the class disparity 
makes reciprocation difficult. Corcoran, wanting the best for his daughter, seeks 
to arrange a marriage for Josephine with Sir Joseph Porter, the First Lord of the 
Admiralty. When Sir Joseph arrives with his entourage of sisters, cousins and 
aunts, Josephine is convinced that such a match is impossible and when Ralph 
threatens suicide, Josephine openly admits her love for hm. 

That evening, Ralph and Josephine attempt an elopement but their plan is 
sabotaged when Dick Deadeye betrays them to Captain Corcoran. In his anger, 
the Captain utters a profanity which shocks Sir Joseph who relieves Corcoran 
of duty and orders him below deck. Ralph is dispatched to the brig when Sir 
Joseph learns he has amorous attentions towards Josephine. These unhappy 
circumstances force Buttercup into a cataclysmic admission. She confesses 
that she had nursed both Ralph and Corcoran as infants and had accidentally 
mixed them up. With this new found knowledge, Corcoran returns dressed as a 
common sailor and Ralph is promoted to Captain. Corcoran admits his love for 
Buttercup and Ralph and Josephine are happily united in social respectability. 

Since Sir Joseph can no longer marry Josephine due to her diminished social 
standing, he agrees to wed his long-suffering but enthusiastic cousin, Hebe and 
the operetta ends in general rejoicing.
